And (he, On the other hand, as' knowing hit 
flfiJal Hour of coming, never feil'd, if poC- 
fible, of anfweringhieDcfires, So that once 
a WecV^ at leaft, they generally enjoy'd the 
SicisfidJoft of «ne anofher^s' Convlrfation. 
This cuftomary^ and atway* took'd for Blef^ 
' ■ fing, 
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fing, begat in Sihlui^ia be encrearol in Yean 
•bd Growth, a peculiar Dtike of reodcring 
himfelf -more thac^ -cxiioaty ^recablc, and 
pl^afing in all hit Canine and Behaviour to- 
wards his Soil's Darling. And as be was too 
niudi confined for any great Opportunity of 
obferving the polite Deportment and Conver. 
- Ciuonof^Dreofber Rank, be, at every fpare 
Hour^ dedicated bii chicfeft Tlioughts and 
Time to Residing ; as being the only MeuiSt 
be rightly imagined, to correA his own ir- 
re^lar and wild Idea** and Conceptions 
by. Tbis Method of imfvoving bis Notion?, 
by Reading and Reflecting, tau^t bin) more 
the unJeritandlng of hioifelF, in particular* 
than niany a rich Man's Son gathers from the 
Advantage of a great School, much Indul- 
gence, and a FrtiKi or Irifi Preceptor. This 
natural Inclination of £i/Wui's continual En- 
deavcHjr to make himfelf tppeai amiable both 
iq hi* Carriage and Convcrtation, as beliey- 
■ng this the only Way to make him proTper 
in bis Lovr, was an Emidation that all Man- 
leind> Rich and Poor, ought to ftrike at. 
For in wbofoever fuch a laudable RcTolutiont 
and conftant PraSice fliall taltc Place, and 
preTtde, we are tolerably fure, not to find 
in them any of the moA naiUisous and Tafhi- 
onable 
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onable Cuftoms, Follies, and Vices, which 
are now fo much in Vogue. 

For who, that would be thought honeft, 
would forfeit that CharaSer, by the common 
Prafticcs of Theft, Fraud, or Deceit ?Who, 
that would be thought a Man of Senfc and 
Underflanding, would take Delight In the 
Company of Pools, and talking of Non- 
fcnfc? He, who would be thought detent 
and cleanly, (hould never talk vulgarly, nor 
obfccnely j never be fecn drunk ; nertr wear 
a long Beard ; dirty Shoes ; Iris Stockings a- 
bout his Heels; his Cheeks fluffed with To- 
bacco -, nor his Nofe plaftcr'd with SnufT. 

' By thefe Exceptions, our Reader may fup-' 
pofe, and perhaps very juflly loo, that SH- 
vius was very careful not to be detefled in 
the Icaft Article of them. And therefore hav- 
ing already noted, that he now dedicates alt 
his Leifurc lime to Reading and Refleiiion, 
we need not attempt to entertain our 
fagacious Reader with a long Account of his 
robbing of Orchards, and Gard ns; Healing 
of Pigs and Poultry; breaking of Windows, 
and deftroying' of other Mens Properties, 
k^L. the . common and prefent Praflices, 
whereby moft of our young Gentlemen of 
Wit and Spirit,' are now a-days fo worthily 
dillinguKb'd.

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-Having, according t6 the Rgle ofTfuib, 
(which is a very requifite, tboOgb fcarce In- 
gredient, in the Compofition of an Hiftoria- ■

CHAP. vn. 

f^berein is related an odd kind of Ac- 
cident. Shewing the Deficiency ofNa' 
ture in the Purfuit of Good-works, 
Which, to form Readers may prove 
-. very entertaining -, and to others ngt ■ 
toorthy their Notice. 

AS wcourfelvcs, accoiding to the com- 
mon Vanity of Authors, are much bet- 
ter Judges than our judicious Readers, what 
is neceflary to infert in this our Hifiory, and 
wbat fhould be omitted ; we fhall now, with. 
-»ut further Ceremony, acquaint them that 
Sihius 
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Siiviut had oeuly attain'd the Age of Six- 
teen Yearst when the follomng (ad Accident 
liappeo'd. 

Mrs. ScriiiltuxS bad a Mother wbofe Sur- 
name was ythnjait, and who, had lodged 
and boarded with her and her Huftand almoft 
'Fwentyycan : And beidgalways aveiy pious 
feaGble, good Woman, flic had made it her 
Cii&omt from within a few Years after her firft ' 
coming to live with them, -to h^ve Prayen 
intd in her Bedchamber every, Night, the 
liftThing before flie went to Bed. This Ce- 
remony had becnlong performed by Mifs ^o- 
ria, Mr. SeritMeweWs Neice (as before men- 
tion'd) a great Favourite of the old Lady% 
and wlio was a very agreeable young Lady, 
about two Years older than Sihius ; that is 
to' fay, about Eighteen, with 4000I. to her 
Fertune. 

The Inftitulion of this laudable Cnftom, 
wait at wehave'been informed, for the fake 
of Mifs Maria ; to improve her Reading, and 
to imprefi and llrengthen in her youthful 
Mind, a mare perfe^ Knowledge of Religion 
' and Morality. And to this nightly Form of 
Prayer, Mrs. SsribUtvieil and the Maids, were 
conRamly ul^d to attend. And when Sihiut 
Came firft Apprentice, being fo very young, 
and a Relation alio, be was propofed by the 
3 old 
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old Lady to be admitted one of this Society : 
Accordingly, with his Mafter's particukc 
Leave and Order he was initiated, and had 
confbntly attended from his £[fl conung to 
this Time; but now S'thius /was become a 
utefxil Perfon i^ His Maker's BufmeTs, and be- y 
ingrcquited to rite pretty early every Morning, 
and alfo a good deal perhaps fatigued with bis 
Employment in (he Day, if was no great 
Wonder if he became lleepy by Bed-time. 

So that, it one Night happened, after Pray- . 
«rs were over, and every Body were retired 
but the old Lady {wbo was exceeding large 
and fat) her Nieceand her Maid ; thatastbcfe 
two laft were bufy in div^fting her for Bedj 
fo that fl>e was juft undrcfled to her v«ry Shifty ■ 
and had nothing elfe remaining (m but her. 
Night-cap and Slippers, 5i>/ia^^ who bad ^ea- 
i^ afleep, and unobrerrn^Qf either of thnn, 
bad continued flill kneeling, with his Elbows 
in a Window, and his Face dedining in his 
Hands, at the farther End of the Room* 
which was very large } and J^ijig now difturb- 
ed by the corpulent old Lady's rumbling her- 
felf with fome Difficulty out of her great Chair» 
he being between lleepingand waking, rWr'd 
out (with an Accent of Devotioni no Doubf J 
Anun ' 
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This pious Expreffion had no Iboner paf&d 
- the Lips of the devoted SilviuSt vho we may 
obferrc, though he was faft alleiep, had ftiU 
his Prayen at Heart ; but the good old Lady, 
Vrho hadjuft created herfelf upon her LegSi 
and was puffing and blowingi and rubbing of 
hcrgreat, fat, round Belly ('which wcappre. 
bend flie had good Reafon for fo doing) and was 
getting out of herUndcc-petticoat, bcinggreatly 
Surprized at this fudden and uncxpedled Expref- 
'fion, replied to it with great Emphali?, and 
with IS pioua a Meaning as the othen. — Lord 
have Mirej itpM us. 

Tliit immediaR Replication of the good oli 
Gentlewoman's, awakened effectually poor 
fleepy SUvius, who, rubbing his Eyes to dif- 
engage their drowfy Invader, and drive him, 
for the prcfent, from their Curtains, beheld 
"fuch a wonderful Mountain of female FIclh, 
that could only nncW his Aflonifhment. He 
gazed with much Silrprizc for fome fbort 
Space upon the vaft Promontory, and ihe hav- 
ing tacked herfetf about in Front at the 
. firft founding of bis Vmce, gave him the fineft 
Opportunity ima^nable of li^iolding this ma.- 
jelllck Appearance with the brjft Advantage. 

Many Writers would doubilefs enlarge and 
Jwell much longer on the Topicic of this Ac- 
cident : .But as fucb a Proceeding might pof-

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&bly produce fomething rhat might'as well be 
omitted, we Iball only infarm qui Readers, 
that all Parties prefeot looked vtify focJUh, m4 
Terymuch frighted ; and Silviui havii^, wid). 
out fpeaking one Word, recovered his Legs, 
and fneakcd out of the Room, the old Gentle 
woman and her Atbcndanti got the {>ettcr o( 
tfaeif Fright, and fo retired, witiiTciDper«iul 
Forgivencfs, to Reft.

SUvius, /er the foregoitjg Accident, is ex~ 
pellei the NoElurnal-Socie^, Mfi 
Maria £fcovers a Paffien for Silvius \ 
he evades tbe Suit,' and rejbhes t« at'- 
-/nc^ Angelica. 

OUR SUvfut'a Defidcncf, that he bad 
not learnt to w«cb aa well as to fray, 
wasthe next Day chewed like the; Cud in the-- 
Mouth of every Petfon in the Family, after 1 
^ir owB Taffle, with di&rent Notei and- 
Comments upon- it, as ttieir various and ia- 
ipired Genius's pleaTed to fct forth. All which 
we Dull think here not worthy oiir furtVr 
Notice : Only perhaps it may be requifKf ^a 
■nform our Readers, that for this one fmall 
- - D2 Slip, 
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Slip, poor Sihius was for ever after denied and 
expelled the Benefit of that facred and divine 
AfCetahVf. But whether he accounted this Ex- 
pulfion pleafant or grievous to him, wc (hall 
leave to the Opiiiioq of our well-judging Rea- 
ders, * ' 

As we have already obrerved in our forrgo- 
iitgChaptcr, Sihius had now taken Pofleffion 
of his fixteenth Year, wasfprjghtly, blooming* 
and. for a Country Youih, exceilive graceful, 
in his Carriage and Behaviour, even bc)'oad the 
common Cuftom of tads of his Age ; and tbo' 
he never with-hcld his Tribute of feeming Ap_ ■ 
probation, by the Pleafantry of his Smile at 
every fimple Joke that paHed the Lips of his 
Oompanions, yet he was too ripe in his Judg- 
inent to iflue forth any li^t'and frothy Ex- 
preffions himfelf. He ppw" grew fo lliidious, 
and fo fcdate and thojjghtfulat certain Times, 
t&at many of his airy; -Acquaintance believed 
him to bt gwng melancholy and flupid : fyit 
whatfoevtf the reft of the World thought of' 
him, tbc fut and charming Maria h?d con. 
cervedamore tender and a(Fe£lionate Idea of 
him. 

Thts^oung Lady, as we obferved before, 
was' about eighteen Years of Age, and had 
fnur thoufand Pounds independent Fortune, 
Her Complexion was fiir; her Features re- 
gular 
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gular and plesJUnt i h<er Suture of a midluig 
Height, and-faer Temper very lively and agre«- 
al)le. With all thefe tempting Qualificationa 
and Perfeflions, joined to. die m<sftaffe<^oiiate , 
' Pafllon for hini, ibe appeared i)o iQOie than 
aay otiier Perfon of ber Sex, to the heedlcfa 
and infenfible Silviui. 

It may indeed feem to fome of ourjle^dcn 
peihaps, a tittle ftrangc and unnatural, 'fliat To 
fenfible and prudent a Lad, witb no better z 
Profpeft nor CircumAances than we have, al^ 
ready defcribed him, fliould reft fo regardlefs of 
this lair Opportunity to mend, or rather mait 
his Fortune. - Four thoufand Pounds, with fo 
agreeable and deferving a Lady zs Msria, yii^' 
a Temptaiion hiuchmore worthy tpaa Siiviuf^ 
according to the common Conftru£yon of,Ui« 
World, had ai>y Right to freiend to; but'wq 
apprehend, that this Wonder will greatly di- 
tniniO), when we {hull recoiled what hath 
been already hinted conccrninghis natural At-. 
fe£Uon for Angelica j apd more fo,,wlien we 
can with Truth afcertain, that every Day ftili 
added to their mutual Increafe of Love i fV 
that all the Attempts, Hints, and Difcoveries, 
of ihealmoft Unguilhing J/ar/tf, were ftu died 
and tried in vain ; her youthful Blood, warit^ 
Complexion) and healttri'ul Conftituiion, alL 
whilpered to her yielding, tender Thoughts* 
D 3 that 
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that now was the SeaTon made for Love. Sil- 
v/uiwas Tar the moft agj-ceabic Youth, both 
in h» Pcrfeti and Vn3^er^ini'\nf^, that (he had 
viy particular Acquaintance, with j for Ibe 
■went but yery little abrostd,' and therefore il 
creates no great Matter of Wpnder, that Ihe 
ihould fix her firft Affections on him i nor 
will it appear any wife unnatural, that her 
Liore for him continued to encreafe. When we 
&all inform them, that (h^ fair Jtfarifi, having 
an Opportohity of an Hobr's private Conver- 
firtion with him, either Chance, or Defign, 
we ^ow not which, threw in between them 
tfce pleafing Topick of Love : This Theme 
Wat To fenlibly handled by the Art and Skill 
ttSihiut, who had before debated a thoufand 
Arguments within himfelf on that Subje&> oc 
cloned by fais Pa£on for his lovely AugiHcgy . 
Aat hia Coufin Maria was enamoured wilii 
his DifcourTe to the highe(ll>egree ; Ihe had 
great Hope, that this early SenJibitity whiidi

■ Aftenheferious'Perufal of thefe Lines by 
SHvius, which were fairly copied ia Maria's 
known Character, k is no eafy Matter to dc- 
fcribc the numberlefs Ideas that inflantly oc- 
curied to him. It liglited up his wild Invagi- 
nations into a perfett Blaze ? fo that his agi- 
rated Spirits were not tjfily fo be reduced to 
Temper: He coultfnot be at the lead Lofs to 
onderfiand her Drift; but whether to cncou, 
rage or fupprefs it, as well as the' properift , 
Means for fo doing, required his beft Confidc- 
ratians. He was not infcnfible 6f her Charms 
and Fortune, nor could he doubt of her' Love 
and DeCgti ; but then, a; a ^v to his encou- 
raging the Suiti ihcdivme jfngtlUa would im- 
nediatcly rife predominant in his Mind* and 
work ^ the fair Maria's Advantages., to 
ODught 

It is perhaps, worthy -Obfervation, that our

This bltft Opportunity' 
was donbtle^ a great fatisl^Sion to hb cna- 
maar'd Bofom j for he now began to prepare 
his Mind with all the elegant Thoughts he 
couM tnufter up ; and which hurry'd about, 
and danced up and dawn, bacliwards end for- 
wards, lilcc a Citizen on a Lord-Mayor's 
Day i and in fucli a confufed manner as is 
much caTwr oanceived by thofe who have Mt 
die like OD the fame occafion, than itisforour 
aaexperiencedP^ to paint. TheiairOt^editf 
his dcfiring Love, the fweet j/n^f£fii, was bo 
h<s pleafed with Silvius's Vilit than he wa« to 
&nd her almeft alone ; but what contributed 
at this Time gready to (heir Mortl^cation,. 
was an Accident which neither he' nor ^*gt~ 
Sea WM aaj jnore apprised of^ than any of 
OUT good Readers are : And which was this-; 
the Scrvant-Maid (who was now the only 
Companion that An^eik^ had, till her Lover 
£Mf (M app«ar'dj : had! ^ifo conCrafied a moft 
dcepAflFedionfor biin,herfdf : And therefore, 
now he was moft happily come, (be refolved- 
to flrnre as much of his agreeable Company, as 
fhe poSbly could: And as flic yet, Itnew no- 
thing of Sihiui'i and Angeiica'i Paffiona fof 
each other ; fhe had conceived within her 
own Mind, a mighty Hope of her good DeKgn - 
upon him. She ^as charmingly ornamented, 
according 
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according to the Cuftoifi of that lovely Sex, on 
ihore Occafions, with ber very bcft Clotths, 
and fweeteft Looks : And if mir intcHigence 
be not fiiire, {he alTo put on bcr moft becom- 
ing Airs and Humours too.— That is to fay, 
in her opinion.

Fniub Dancing 
Matter : But Sufan refolved that tliey fliould 
not want her Company, {as in faft they did 
not.) And notwlihftanding flie was ordered 
to get ready the Tea (for tttt other Maids

^ere all, with Leave, abroad} fhe had no 
fooncr put on the Kettle, bat her impatient' 
Inclinations huriy'd her after them. And juft 
as Sihius had begun the ProSogue of his intend- 
ed Addrefs, the intruding Safait broke in upon 
their Privacy, and Unfoitunately fpoil'd the 
Scene. 

This interruption) and fudden difappointr 
ment was no mote agreeable to the fair Ju- 
giHia, than it was to Sihiui ; for flie had 
Tome Time before this obfeivcd that be ex- 
hibited to her palpablePercepiion, many Tokens 
of an unborn Secret in his Breaft, that laboui'd

He 
and Sitvius contrail a mofi confoUdated 
Friendjbip witb each ether. Heftnds 
Mrs. Sufan a mofi tender Billet^ in 
new tajie. 

WHEN Sttvius wM nturn'd hoine« 
be began greatly to niminate eo the 
particular Behaviour of Sufan ; and though he 
.little fufpefied what wai the real ctufc of her 
fo read^ Attendance* which was accompany'd 
with ^1 the gpod Nature imaginable ; yet, he 
very wifrty judged it quite ncccilary, againft 
another Opponunity, to endeavour to provide 
her with one, who would in all probability a- 
Biufb and entertain her as Qie defired ; And 
the more he csnfidcT'd the Cafe, the ftronger 
be was confirm'd in this Opinion ; To that now 
a proper Pcrfon to carry an this Projed was 
the firfl point in Queftion i who muft be, not 
•nly a Man yUm wai, by his Perfbni and A*

Lady fFeriby was the Widow, of Sir Tbtmat

,Teiy fair Character, who never had but one

When the was thus de- 
prived of her beft beloved Companion, (he 
World for a Seafon grew very indifferent to 
her; and therefore, asfoon as (he could fettle 
lier Afiairs, (he retired withlier little Daughter 
jtigtliciy to indulge her Sorrow in this rural 
Habitation, and her native Air, with her good 
fjrmpadiizing Mother. 

Here fhe continued about feven Years, when 
old Father 77mf, by the continual Motion of 
his lable Wings, had now fann'd the grievous 
Smartings of her Wound more temperate, (he 
was folHcited a fecond Time in Marriage: 
This captivated Servant' to faer fieautjr and 
Virtue, was one Mr. ^W, a Gentleman, 
vho, by being born in her own Neighbour- 
hood, had perfonally known her from aCbild, 
and by a long Courfe of dealing with ber firft.

' Lady Warthf^ paiticutar and moft fameft Re- 
qucft, Ibe left her Idfint darlii^ Daughter be- 
hind her, to be her aged Mother's dnefeft 
Companion and Comfort, wEiile flie. accom- 
panied her new-married Spoufe w, and fff their 
fettled Abode in Poringal. 

Here Ibe had lived very happily abouteight 
Yearj, when the prefent Inftant of this our 
true Hiftot.y may claim its' proper Date. Lady 
Worthy's other Daughter was now married to _ 
a trading Gentleman in the City of Weretjltr^ 
and 'with whom the old Lady was now a vifit-* 
ing, when Mils AngtUca found Means to eoc- 
cufe herfelf from going with her, only tn pun 
Hope and Expet^tion of feeing her £ivoiirite 
SUvius. 

As to Mrs. Sufrn, • flte was s Fanner'a 
Dai^tcr of good Credit; but her Faither had

for hetfelf and Mils AngtUca. In this Damfel

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flie had much Con&dtnce, infomuchithiit ever^' 
thing which wis undoF-her Cognizance, need- 
ed m other Guardage ; and indnd, (he was To 
great a Favourite witb both the old Lady and 
her Granddaughter too, that fhe feeined as it 
wcie upon a Footiiig with them' both'; whtnbjr 
file had now the greater Power and Libert/ 
either to interrupt, dr to affift thofe Lovers. 

And therefore, as Sihiut liickity doiibtcd tt 
warrantable and fafe to intruft her witb this' 
weighty Secret, fohe juc^ed It moft expedient, 
in (M^er to dofe her Eyes the fafter, to find out 
fame litObjed who might render theoi other- 
wife attraded, by cngro^ng from them the" 
chlcfeft Employment of her Thoughts : And 
Si/m, we may renture to affirm, was a Girl oF 
fuch a confiderable Mien and Beauty, that 
Numbers of itae Ladies, who have much- 
more 'Wealth than Philrfophy, and far more' 
Pride than Wit, Charms, or Virtue, would 
gladly part with a Moiety of their Fortunes,

fa that Sihiur cpanng there frequently for. 
3ooks, for be read a gieat dea], it had often 
• caufed Tome fiqart Converfation between tbemi 
and by whicb Meafw their intimacy fo encreaf- 
cd, that frxun this one Accident, it became 
hereafter the moft confcdidated Fiiendfllip ui- 
thc World.

as though it was impoffible to pleafe the Public 
with the plaio naked Produce of an Englifti Ge- 
nius, in their own native Language : But if 
an Author fufficiently undcrflands hi? own 
Mother-Tongue (wTiich indeed cannot be fup- 
pofed without a little Grammar) the Matirr 
he is treating of, and the Machinery that Is re- 
quifitc in the Condufl of his Performance, I 
cannot find any Caufe hie hath to defpair in his 
Attempt, although he be an utter Stranger to 
all orhex Lan^uagts m tfie World: The 
lefs Acqaaintatoe hfi has Wuh/hrrtgn vAthersy 
the mare iilccly his WoVks arc to be his own ;' 
and thougli tlife Ancrcnts have prefcribcd cer- 
tain confined Rales for every Sort of Writing, 
yet thofe who follow theih clofell, to cafe the 
Spleen of Critics, \vlil altnofl be furc to give 
it to every body elfe ; for Example : 

The Gr/eh and Rb/natis have hecn very 
firift in fettting thethret chtefeft Points to bfl.' 
rfjfervcd in the pfenning of hramatic'h via-'' 
Time, Place, and A^ton : And as a Standard 
for the Modcrhs to Work ty, of the latter 
Terence feems the thiefett erBatd, 'ftrhrirA^' 
his Plays arc like the Rules they arc wrote by, 
'E4 fo 
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^omuch confined, and the worfe for being fo, 
that they arc fcarce . tver read but by Scbaal~ 
beys. 

' This CircuiDprefcription having contra&ed 
your ProfpeiS to fo narrow a Comp-ifs, is, as 
one may fay, a Kind of Prifon to the free Soul 
. and Pen of a more unbounded Genius ;. which, 
difdaiiling fuch a pitiful Conlltaint, mull ei- 
ther burfl a Paflage through it, or perifh in the 
Performance, through this palti;y ConBner 
ment. 

Shah/fear has been the (oremoft to (hrow 
off this ti'iS and formal Yoke ; and with what 
Succefs and Approbation we peed not here 10 
mention. And/unher, thit a ^re Engllfit 
Gin'tust without the Mixture of fartign and 
ttamed languages, may be capable of writing

Fear of any fuch Anxieties. Hb Breeding faidh 
been fafbion'd to fuch a Cuftom, that no Wo- 
man can be wretched with him : His Education 
liath inllru£ted htm to certain Views, whicb- 
his Soul cannot exceed : And the Pcadices of 
his Father't Life, confirm hon in die fame oar. 
row Bounds. 

' You, my Dear, are fuperiorty educated ; that 
is,' have a more ftudyM Knowledge; by.Wtncb. 
Mean% you nay do with him as you jfleafe^ 
yfhea once you have found the Wa; to pleafe-

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him, it will be no difficult Tafk to work him 
to your Will, But Men of mig^cr Capacitiea 
will exped thdr variousTeinpers,Humoun,aiid '

For indeed many Pieces, which b»c.^ 
lately made their public Appearance under the 
fecu re Titles of Memoirs, Lives, Adventures, 
y^, which are generally underftood by the 
World, in the fingle Senfe of Rmtam^, have 
foitttteof the Sou! of any Thing dft in it» 
that many of theoi have even forgot, or how-

Cihairafter ifcic could 'with.any Pioptietybci be- ,

Oioceioie Pcant *o muft here take Notice ' 
of, as highly necqiTary in the forming of thofe 
Sort of CompofiCions ; ani} which not only 
carries along with ic a requlfitc Rule of Fri>- 
pri«ty, but alfo s vexy pleaiing MeiJiod to the 
Reader ? that -i^ t« ■-ii.f, • a Kgutar Ciimvx ; 
^fherein Stic FabflG of: the Fable; naturally 
rifts to its proper HeigiSt^ and all its depend-

necefiary Rule of Ic^inng up to Nature and. 
Ftobabiiity, For thefe Rcafons we have en- 
deavoured to avoid making our Hera a Perfon 
of Modem Tafte and Gallantry; . chufing 
rather to point out the neareft W.iy to Manly.

ment to work upon : and whereby we might 
eaftly prove ^ fufficient FulBUing of the follow, 
ing phyfical Proverb ; that one Man's Mtat ig 
another Man's Peifon. For we fbould cer- 
tainly find that every diffirent Chapter and Page 
would have a vzry difftrent Effect on their 
different Taftes and Conftttutions. What would 
mmife and entertain one Pecfon, would g^vfi. a- 
nother the Splem ; diat which would heal and 
comfort the Stomach and Bowels of fom^ 
would vomt aiid purge others ; what one Per- 
ron would ymi'/f at,' and'be pleafed with, ano- 
. ther perhaps would grin at ; And what would 
put fome People Into firong' Swatt, would 
throw others into an Jgue, So that the fame 
Thing that puzzles and thwarts the Ju^mtm 
and Suecefs of moft good Phyfmans, is the very 
fiime Impediment to the Succifs of us /tuthn-i ; , 
That is to fay, different Confiitutims ; when 
all of ua prefcribe acaording to the moil ap- 
proved Rules of all Colleges, with the utmoil:
